The oldest alumnus of the school, 

Mr James MeClave departed this 

life March ."10th, at the home of his 
grand-daughter, Mrs. F. B. Sears, 
in Auburn, Ind. The remains 
were sent to New London, O., 
whoie they were buried beside 
those of his wile, who died live oi 
six years ago. Mr. MeClave was 
born October 5th, 1823, at Gorman, 
N. J., and at the lime of his death 
was eighty- 6 Ve years, five months 
and twenty-five days old. His 
father emigrated to Huron County, 
in 1831, on a ITS acre farm, two- 
thirds of which was timber, and 
.lames helped in clearing it with his 
brothers. He lost his hearing at 
the age of two nnd a half years 
from dropsical affection. At (he 
age of eighteen, 1839. he was en- 
lolled as a pupil of the institution. 
Coining down from his home with 
his father in a buggy, the trip re 
quiring three days. In the same 
manner the trip was made to and 
fro during the four years he was a 
pupil, for there were no railways 
then, lie was married in 1845 to 
kilns Elisabeth Jackson, of Saline, 
Mich., who was educated iu the 
Ohio School. Three children came 
to bless the union, the youngest, 
Robert died in IS'.*.*).

Tbomai Gallaudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Parirtli 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present (lunch 

iH Bitnated 00 148tli Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of Hiich a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
bo the church edifice and be a center 
of religions and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 

hoped (luring his lifetime to Bee the 

erection of thin building, which 
would have completed t,h« church 
with whieh his nuir-.t Iiiin always 

been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and ii is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 

this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church iH uhhiI wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-rive feet 
Along tin 1 Street front, and tweuty- 
iive feel in depth. It will be three 
Stories In height, with a basement, 
and will be uhimI tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes Of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
<l..i Memorial Parish Building" will 
he about $30,000, and ", he building 
itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaifily endorse the memorial.
